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Employment increasing but 


many are still out of work

There is some bad news and some 
good news in the employment picture 
for Charlevoix County. 

The bad news is that there are-still 
companies with employees on layoff and 
companies who expect to experience 
new layoffs. 

The good news is that employment is 
up over the last six months for many of 
these companies and that some layoffs 
are the usual seasonal type and not 
caused by the economic situation. 

The Press contacted various per- 
sonnel directors and corporate officers 
throughout the county, and several 
reported a stable year coming up and at 
least one company reported expansion 
and new employees. 

United Technology Automotive 
Group (Essex) in Boyne City reported 
overtime in some of their departments. 
Plant accountant Keith Fitzpatrick said, 
‘‘We had 57 people laid off but we've 
Hired back alt of those that wanted to 
‘ome back and hired some new people 
besides." 

"kt looks like (business) will con- 
tinue to be very good, at least for a 
while,"' was Fitzpatrick's assessment of 
the future. 

At Courter, Inc., director of industrial 
relations Ken Gilbert said, ‘We're 
down a touch in employment, with 80 
employees laid off, but I see a fairly 
stable year coming up. Employment 
-has been varying more to availability of 
‘materiaLthan the economy." 

- Boyne Falls Log Homes treasurer Bob 
| Kinney wasn't quite as optimistic. 
‘Kinney indicated that he still had about 
“30 people laid off and *‘l expect it to get 
worse in January. February and March, 
‘with the interest rates where they are," 


Kinney said. 
In East Jordan the employment 
picture is also experiencing some 


fluctuation with the Iron Works indicat- 
{ng ‘‘not much of a change" and Gulf 
and Western ‘cautiously optimistic.” 

“3 Bill Christenson, personnel director 
at the East Jordan Iron Works, said 
We're running a shift and a half right 
now. A year ago we were running two 
shifts, but then we got down to a single

shift. Now we have managed to get back 
to one and a half."’ 

Christenson indicated that he would 
like to get everyone back to work but, 
“It doesn't look like that will happen 
anytime soon. There's just not much 
change." 

‘Very pleased,’’ is the comment from 
Craig Reimers, industrial relations 
manager from Gulf and Western. 
‘Employment has been looking up the 
last three months."’ he said. 

‘'E'm cautiously optimistic," Reimers 
said, ‘depending on what happens with 
the auto industry. In June we had 130 
people laid off in East Jordan, now 
there are just 43. In Mancelona it was 
about the same and we've got all back 
except 16."' 

In Charlevoix the good news-bad 
news story is repeated as Lexalite 
indicates expansion and Weather Shield 
Sports indicates seasonal layoffs ‘‘a 
little earlier’’ this year. 

Hazel Matson, vice-president of 
Weather Shield said, '‘Business seems 
to be pretty good. We're getting into 
our down time now but the new season 
will start soon. We've had to lay off 
somie a little earlier than usual. but it is 
a seasonal layoff.’"’ 

“We'll call back some of our people 
in January to start up and then we'll 
have to see. By April 30 we should be in 
full swing. Usually we rehire about the 
same amount.’ she continued. 

At Will-Flow Corporation, Elaine 
McDonald. the personnel manager's 
secretary. said, ‘‘We've had some laid 
off and we still have one not called back. 
1 don’t see any additional hiring.” 

McDonald concluded by saving. 
’*We've had a steady rate of business. | 
could have had better if the economy 
were better." 


ASB G I GEE 


Gil Peterson, manager of Medusa 
Cement, indicated that his plant would 
be closing down this winter for a while, 
but that mostly it was a maintenance 
shutdown. He said, ‘‘Some people will 
be on layoff, but most will still be 
working doing maintenance." 

Earlier reports on the Medusa shut- 
down indicated that the shutdown 
would occur in mid-November but 
Peterson said he thought now it would 
probably be about December. The plant 
could be shut for as long as two months. 
as earlier reported, but could be down 
for less time, depending on business. 

‘We usually shutdown about this 
time each year to maintain the equip- 
ment,'' said Peterson. He explained 


that if business was such that they had 


to continue work then the maintenance 
wauld still have to be done as equip- 
ment went down. 

‘*Projections for next year are about 
the same as this year—total produc- 
tion at about 70 percent. It depends on 
business conditions as they develop,"’ 
Peterson said. 

Lexalite International Corporation 
President John Barnes had the most 
positive outlook on employment for 
Charlevoix. Barnes indicated that they 
had a full staff currently of 120 people. 

‘We're very busy. We've expanded 
and added to the new building in 
Charlevoix. We're not involved in the 
automotive business and the states we 
deal with like Texas and California are 
doing well. Our business is up about 20 
percent.”

Retail business owners 
hope worst is behind them 


Ask any two businessmen what kind 
of a year they had and you'll get two 
different answers. Ask a dozen and 
you'll get a dozen different answers. 


But the overall consensus, if there is 
one, seems to have been that basically 
business was good, better than before, 
and the outlook for the Christmas and 
winter ski season are good. 


Crown Drug Center manager Leah 
Erban of Charlevoix, indicated that 
business was ‘‘better than fast year.”’ 


‘‘We've been pleased so far and 
we're expecting Christmas to be better. 
We feel the downswing in the economy 
has meant tighter inventory and better 
management,"’ said Erban. She also 
said she was looking forward to a better 
economy in the future. 


At Ace Hardware in Boyne City, 
owner Jim White said that business had 
been pretty steady and that “We have 
had a pretty good year. We sell enough 
things that people need year around. 
Our contractors’ sales have been down, 
but the do-it-yourselfers have been 
more active.’’ 


Dee Adgate, owner of Adgate Realty 
of Boyne City, said ‘‘Sales have been 
fairly strong the last two or three 
months since fall started. We're 
expecting a slowdown now, but after the 
first of the year we’re hoping for a 
better resort market."' 

In East Jordan Bob Romback at 
Healey Hardware indicated that 
business there had been a little slow.

He said he has seen ‘lots of people, 
but they aren't buying like in years gone 
by." 

When asked about the starting of 
deer season and related sales he said. 
The three or four days before the 
opening would tell the tale. Lack of 
snow and weather hurt the trades- 
people last year.”’ Romback is hoping 
for a better season this year. 

At Reusch Jewelry in Charlevoix, 
store manager Coleen Titsworth said, 
‘It’s been a good year. No complaints. 
It seems to be a little slow right now, 
but 1 suspect the year will end pretty 
good." 

Several area businessmen seemed to 
feel that while sales were up, their 
profits were down. Gary Schafer of 
Schafer's in Boyne City said, ‘‘Basi- 
cally it has not been a good year. Sales 
are up but we're not making money. 1'm 
not happy with the way things are.”’ 

Schafer indicated that the change in 
the economic situation had caused a 
change in the way they do business. 
‘‘We go get the business instead of 
waiting on people to come in,"’ he said. 
‘Our in-store business is down about 50 
percent."' 

_In East Jordan, Carol Tighe of the EJ 
Shop seemed to agree. ‘‘Our sales are 
just great, but my problem has been 
inflation. Trying to meet this year’s cost 
with last year’s profits,’’ she said. 

Duane Chappuies of the Jordan 
Valley Drug in East Jordan also said. 
‘Sales are up but considerably less than 
what they could have been if the 
economy had been better. We're selling 
very little jewelry and perfumes. People 
are sticking to basics."' 

“It’s gradually pulling out, but it will 
be sometime before it is back to 
normal,’' Chappuies concluded. 
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At Glen’ s Market in East Jordan, | 
manager Mark Weisler said, ‘Business 
is much improved. Looking to the future 
with more people going back to work, it} 
is looking better. My projection is down,| 
but 1 can see a steady increase in} 
business."’ 


Weisler finished by saying that while. | 
‘It may be next fall before it's back to 
normal, I'm more optimistic than six 
months apo.”’ 


Jim Wandrie of the Country Star 
Market in Boyne City, said, ‘'Sales for 
food are about the same as last year. but; 
non-food items are down a little bit." 
Wandrie went on to say that three or 
four men come in every day looking for 
work. ‘‘Not just from the Boyne City 
area, these men are coming from 
Petoskey, East Jordan and all over."" 


Bob Mathers of Bob Mathers Ford in 
Boyne City, said he could ‘‘see an 
improvement, but things aren't going to j 
break loose though until interest rates / 
go down.”’ 


Boyne City Realtor Martin Biegan- ? 
owski indicated that things were looking 
better. ‘‘We believe the pendulum is on 
the upswing. but how far up I couldn't § 
say. Activity is not reat bad, There are f 
positive signs out there,"’ he said. 


At Kaden's, Chuck Rivard said, 
“This is a very conservative time. { 
However, there are some positive signs 
that things are going to change. People 
are optimistic about the coming year."’ 


Rivard. who is president of the Boyne 
City Chamber of Commerce, also said 
that local businessmen are hoping for a } 
good snow season. 


Steve Woodcock, of First National } 
Bank in Boyne City, said 
indications had been bad but were 
improving. ‘One of the most obvious 
things we see is the decrease in loan 
demands when the economy is bad. 
Demand goes down as the rate goes up. 
But it is not as low as last year, now,"’ 
Woodcock said. 

“Locally things are sluggish, but 
improved over last winter,’’ he said. 
Woodcock finished on a positive note by 
saying, ‘I’m optimistic that 1981 will be 
better than 1980."

The parents learn ways to help the 
children practice what they are learning 
in school. To be part of the program, the 
parent must agree to spend a minimum 
of 15 minutes a day with the child on 
whatever the child is learning. Parents 
are able to observe the class and see 
how the teaching is done. 

Rullman said parents have found it 
difficult at first to get on with their 
children in a teaching-learning relation- 
ship. But in time they wind up saying. 
‘I didn't know how much fun I can have 
with my child!"’ ; 

The parents, as they meet with 
Rullman for class, also come to apprec- 
iate each other—to the point, Rullman 
said, of asking if classes can't run on 
through summer. 
their weekly confabs. 

Besides the lessons with parents and 
with children, the spring semester adds 
a third ingredient—lessons with high 
schoo! students. 

These young men and women, soon 
to enter adulthood and parenthood, 
earn regular course credit as they work 
three times a week with the children. 
Each high schooler is matched for the 
whole semester with a particular four- 
year-old. The high schooler prepares 
lesson plans and teaches them to his or

Also, children at that age often haven't 


‘the vaguest idea of what a word like 


“under'’ means. ‘‘Look under the 
desk" leaves such a child mystified. 

Thus language development, as weil 
as progress in social and physical skills 
occupy Jeffery and her aide in the fall. 
In the spring. of course, she has the 
high school students working with her. 

The whole thing was established with 
$5,000 from the Michigan Education 
Department. Since then, the federal 
government's Title I has paid the 
salaries. 

Half of this year's 32 children meet in 
the morning and the other half in the 
afternoon. This is about one half of the 
four-year-olds in the area. 

They make dramatic progress. ac- 
cording to the tests, Rullman says. 
‘Most operate well above average by 
the end of the year, if home parti- 
cipation has kept up."

Regular school board

On Aug. 29 ‘of this year, The 
Kiplinger Washington Letter reported 
that restaurant business was off. This 


_ hewsletter which has been circulated 


weekly to business clients nationwide, 
has made predictions and comments on 
the current economy since 1923. 
Kiplinger ‘has a reputation for 
accuracy, however, a recent survey of 
restaurants in East Jordan, Boyne City, 


Charlevoix and Petoskey showed that 


testaurant business is as good or better 
than last year at this time. 

Traffic in restaurants that feature 
gourmet menus parallel the fast food 
and family restaurants. 

‘When the economy is down, people 
may limit their purchases but they 


always celebrate. Most of us were 


blessed with a good summer and a fair 
fall. I see the picture of the economy 
looking up,’’ says Dave Phillips, owner 
of the Grey Gables in Charlevoix. 

Art Gibbs, proprietor of the Dairy 
Queen in Boyne City, says, ‘‘Business is 
up.”” Although the Dairy Queen has 
expanded its facility to include indoor 
dining, the establishment has had to 
add three extra people to its staff at a 
time when business is normally slow. 

Ironton Ferry Landing has also hired 
extra staff. ‘Business has increased 
this year over last year, but so have 
operation costs,’’ says Marge Kimball, 
owner and manager of The Landing. 
‘This summer we had extra student

August couldn’t have been 
better. ] think one of the reasons for the 
phenomenal growth we’ve had is that 
merchants are supporting us. And, even 
though we have advertised, we're 
getting customers just by word of 
mouth." 

Highly visible restaurants that draw 
customers from the highways may be 
the first to notice a downward trend in 
tourism. However, some smaller rest- 
aurants and bars are having a profitable 
fali because of the patronage of fisher- 
men and color tour motorists. 

According to Mary McNicoi, of the 
Boyne River Inn in Boyne City, trade is 
at last year’s level because of the color 
and fishing seasons. 

T J’s Tannery Saloon in Boyne 
reports that business is better than last 
year but not as good as their 1978 record 
year. And, Mr. J’s in Boyne reports that 
traffic is about the same as the previous 
year, but certainly no better. 

Kim Jeffery, manager of The 
Racquetball Restaurant in East Jordan, 
says ‘‘We had a good summer but there 
was a Slack period that followed. We're 
up again now and its mostly local people 
that are coming here. I’m_ really

surprised with the state of the economy 
that we’re doing so well.”’ 

Another East Jordan restaurant, the 
Dairy Corner, is experiencing the same 


upswing. According to manager Jim 


Tomlinson, business is excellent. ‘‘We 
expanded our facility in June and the 
response has been very favorable,’’ 

Fat Clarence’s Calorie Factory, which 
has been closed for a few weeks, has 
been sold and is expected to reopen 
soon—possibly this Saturday, The new 
owners are Jack and Judy Newton, 
formerly of Dearborn Heights, They are 
renaming the restaurant the 
Anchorage, its former name. 

Higher priced menu items and last 
year's slow ski season may be influenc- 
ing some restaurants to cut their hours 
or even close during the slack season. 

The Dilworth Hotel in Boyne City has 
been closed for the full season, Owner 
Latimer Spinney says, ‘‘We may not 
reopen until Christmas. It will depend 
on the weather. If it snows, we may 
open the day after Thanksgiving. The 
town itself cannot support a restaurant 
like The Dilworth’’ when tourists aren’t 
around in great numbers, he said. 

‘The Dilworth, a long-time ski resort 
bar, may have been hurt because of the 
poor ski season at Boyne Mountain last 
year,’’ says Jack Mason, owner of 
Duffy’s in Harbor Springs. 

Mason adds that Boyne Highlands, in 
the Harbor Springs area, had a better 
season than Boyne Mountain and the 
Harbor Springs restaurants reflect that. 

‘The Pier had one of its finest years 
and Duffy's is up 18 percent from last 
year. Of all the resort areas in the state, 
Harbor Springs and Petoskey have 
probably been the least affected by the 
economy," he said. 
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Some BC residents don't like 
$15 water turnoff charge 


BOYNE CITY The proposed 


~ schedule of water and sewer rate 


increases has been one particular item 
that is being most often singled out for 
complaints—the charge for turning on 
or turning off water service. 

While agreeing that the present 
charge of $2.50 is too low to cover costs 
of the service, complainants say the 
proposed rate of $15 is a hardship. 

At their Tuesday night meeting, city 
commissioners note this is only one item 
and not typical of the overall rate 


increase which would be about 45 
percent. They say also the customer's 
share of water and sewer mainte- 
nance goes on regardless of - the 
customer use of the service, 

The city proposed water rate in- 
creases to halt the trend of ‘‘borrow- 
ing’’ from city tax revenues to pay for 
the shortfall in water bills. The utility, 
according to: the city charter, is sup- 
posed to be self-supporting. 

The new rates will do that, and will 
also protect the bonding which requires 


observance of the charter. 

The entire water rate proposa} will be 
published in the newspaper, and a final 
hearing has been set for Thursday, Dec. 
i. 

As for city residents who must run a 
faucet all winter to prevent a freeze-up 
of some of the old mains, City Manager - 
Tim Clifton said their water bills, under 
whatever rates that are finally ap- 
proved, will not include the amount 
used to prevent freezing during the 
period of deep frost.

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We were dismayed to find, as we 
reported last week, that some state 
programs to provide emergency 
assistance to people who can’t pay 
their heating bills are still in varying 
states of confusion. 

The snow is already’ starting to 
fall, yet these programs are not yet 
finalized. 

With the track record of our state 
bureaucracy, maybe we shouldn't be 
surprised, 

After all, we are well into the 
state’s fiscal year, and the Legis- 
lature has not been able to adopt 
anything more than a 90-day interim 
budget. This is the same bureau- 
cracy that regularly waits until 
October—long after school starts— 
to come up with a state aid formula 
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Slow state bureaucracy could 
leave poor out in the cold 


for focal school districts, 

With the dramatic increases in 
fuel prices, emergency assistance 
was provided last year for people 
who are poor or on fixed incomes.

Obviously, there were problems to 
iron out from those first year 
programs, but we'd have thought 
that could have been accomplished 
by now, 

But when a Press reporter called 
to inquire about heating assistance 
programs, there were many referrals 
from one agency to another and from 
one individual to another. 


Some of last year's programs had 
been changed from one state depart- 
ment to another. Others had guide- 
lines and payment methods 
changed, Local social service 
agencies aren't sure what to tell 
people who ask for help. 

We urge our local social service 
agencies and state. legislators to 
exert any pressure they can to 
convince the appropriate state of:- 
ficials that this year’s heating as- 
sistance programs could be crucial! to 
low or fixed income families. 

Poor people are. after all, less able 
to put up the front money neces- 
Sary to convert their older, more 
expensive heating systems to newer, 
economical systems which use 
cheaper fuel.

could go anywhere so 1 wrapped my 
shitt sleeve around my neck and then 
my whole shirt.’’ explains Prebble. 


Prebble says that he heard his 
neighbor cutting wood not too far away 
from him. ‘'I drove my truck in the 
direction of his chainsaw buzz and 
found him. Prebble’s neighbor, Jerry 
McKenny drove him to the East Jordan 
Family Health Center. Prebble was then 
taken to the Charlevoix Hospital to have 
a surgeon attend the wound. 


"I've been cutting wood all mv life.” 
says Prebble. ‘In the last two vears I've 
cut between 600 or 700 cords of wood. 
This is the first serious accident that 
I've had." 

Another man. from Boyne City, was 
seriously hurt by his chainsaw recently. 
He too is no novice to woodcutting. His 
chainsaw hit a log underneath the one 
he was cutting and kicked back to his 
forchead. 


He explained that he was tired and 
not taking the necessary precautions, 
which include keeping the log close to 
yourself, and keeping the bar free. He 
adds that there is wisdom in knowing 
when to quit cutting. 

The firewood demand is booming 
along with the. sales of wood-burning 
stoves and furnaces. People are using’ 
wood to lessen their dependence on oil. 
Somie industties are even using wood as. 
an energy source. Many companies 
involved with forest product lines are 
using their own materials. especially 
wood chips and pellets. 

The widespread use of wood for 
industrial or residential purposes is 
skyrocketing cord prices in some areas 
to as much as $140 a cord. For- 
tunately Michigan does not share the 


_ wood shortage problems that exist in 


some eastern and mid-west states, 
Northern Michigan has an abundance 

of wood. And people with or without 

experience are cutting it to use as an 


alternative heating source. However, 
-one cord of wood doesn't make the 


lumberjack, Even an expert like Lewis 


Prebble, who has been cating all his.

In Jess than a month folks in the East 
Jordan school system will be voting on 
additional millage for operational 
purposes, 

I find there is a lot of confusion on 
several issues or terms used in educa- 
tion nowadays. Some of them sound 
downright foreign to a lot of us old folks. 

So | attended a meeting the other 
evening and asked questions about 
some of them. May I pass the infor- 
mation on? 

I think the question I hear most often 
is, ‘‘What the heck do they need 
teacher’s aides for? They never had 
them when I went to school.’’ 

Have you forgotten the times that the 
teacher had you pronounce words for 
the lower grades while she was teaching 
a class? And weren't you darned awful 
proud to be asked? 

In those days the teacher took the test 
papers and the day's arithmetic paper: 
home with her to correct. Or sometimes 
she would let you do some of it if you 
had a little spare time. 

Well, times have changed. How much 
work should teachers take home to do in 
the evening? Kids don't want to work 
for nothing either. 

After all, back in those days do you 
remember getting overtime if the job 
wasn't done at 6 o'clock and the boss 
told you to stay for a half hour or so? 
How many people would work overtime 


today if they didn't get at least time and 
a half for over eight hours? 

Why not drop sports, you ask? Well, 
isn’t that also part of one’s educa- 
tion? The net cost of sports is about one 
percent of the total school budget. 

Not being sports oriented—let's be 
blunt about it—where football is 
concerned, I was not about to get into a 
line-up where some big brute was 
facing me with the idea of flattening 
me, As to basketball, well, Fjust had too 
many feet. I couldn't handle them both 
at that speed! 

However, ] do think that Physical 
Education should come ahead of sports 
because it gives everyone a chance at it. 
Another thing, when we were young 
most kids had a heck of a lot of work to 
do at home in the evenings. Were it not 
for sports those kids would find some- 
thing to do and probably not as 
constructive! 

Another question that is often asked: 
‘‘My children are all grown up, why 
should I have to pay taxes to educate 
other's kids?"' May I ask, ‘'Did you get 
your education just from taxpayers who 


had children?"’ | think it is something’ 


that is passed on from one generation to 
another. 

Another thing we constantly hear is 
that ‘It costs too much to educate our 
children!’' Maybe so, but East Jordan's 
cost per pupil is $1,700. Neighboring 
schools costs run from $1,722 to a high 


of $2,238 per pupil! 

And of course there is the peret. 
nia) question, ‘‘Isn’t there some other 
way?’' Well, yes, there is, Cadillac 
adopted another way when requests for 
a few extra mills were turned down, 
They put the school buses in storage 
and told the folks to get their kids to 
school any way they could. 

Now that is the way a lot of us old- 
timers got to school. I' rode horseback 


six miles one way in my sophomore year 


and rode log trucks in my junior year. A 
few times when it turned rainy during 
the day | had a Jong walk—as much as 
eight miles. Frankly the idea doesn't 
appeal to me. 

There are two sides to everything, 
they say. Well this issue has three 
sides. The school board and adminis- 
tration, the teachers and we taxpayers. 

The first two seem to be at great odds 
with each other. And if you listen in on 
conversations, the taxpayers are getting 
ready to throw bricks at both the other 
two. 

It can only end in chaos at the present 
trend of things and the only losers will 
be the children, which everyone says 
‘‘is our only interest!’ 

Frankly it looks to me like everyone is 
saying to H--- with everybody else. [ 
want my way!

Preheat the oyen to 350 degrees, then 
mix together ‘4 cup flour, 2 tea- 
spoons dry mustard, 1 teaspoon 
paprika, ‘4 teaspoon black pepper and 
1'/% teaspoons salt. 

Put this into a paper bag, mix, and 
toss the chicken pieces in it one at-a 
time. Lay without overlapping and turn 
in the melted butter. Dot with stmalf 
pieces of butter (using plenty) over the 
chicken. 

Bake 35 minutes for a smail chicken 
or 45 minutes for a large one. Turn the 
chicken once during this time. Then 
turn the oven to very hot, 450 degrees, 
and bake 10 to [5 minutes longer or 
until golden brown and bubbly.
